NEARLY 200 MINERS LIVES 
SNUFFED ‘OUT IN EXPLOSION 


Hillerest, Alberta, June i)--Out uf 
24a strong and rugged men who as- 
sembled for work at the Hillcrest 
cMeries this morring, $97 moet iheds 
deetk in an explosion which made 
the slope in Mine No. 1 a veritable 
death trap. This small town in the 
foothills of the Rockies is dazed iu 
its grief and while the town is in 
mourning, its sorrow is subidlited and 
without any of the outward manifes- 
tations so common when tragedy so 
stupendous strikes at so many. homes. 

Forty survivors have been brought 
from the mine mouth, Of these, 13 
are injured, many of them grievously 
but all are expected to recover. 

No connected story of the disaster 
has been obtained, the survivors be- 
ing so racked by their experiences. 
that they are unable to tel! coherent- 
ly the ghastly experiences of their 
short stay underground. 
after the men had gone to work a 
terrific explosion occurred and some | 
thirty men who were in the outer 
workings ran quickly to the open 
air, their faceé begrimmed with dust 
raiszd by .the explosion. The men 
who heard the dread sound quickly 
formed themselves into a rescue bri- 
gade and th? work of bringing the 
bodies to the surface was almost in- 
stantly under way. Shortly after- 
ward those who had been. left in the 
town, 700 feet away, rushed to the | 
mine, horror-stricken ; 
at the fate their loved ones were 
facing in the depths below. Even in 
their grief these wives and mothers 
did not: hamper in any way the work 
of the rescuers. Their grief was deep 
but they were of the mold of heroin- 
es,

came more demonstrative; but later 
on, in the mine wash-house, where 
the bodies were laid out, all was 
orderly, The women walked between 
aisles of the dead, and identification 
were made quickly unt!]
